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How Fire Departments Come To Each Other's Rescue

LL Donald Kuhn sat In the flrebouse, 


listening to the radio. A fire chief in a 
neighboring town was having trouble. 


Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty was trying 


to direct flreflghtlng operations at a 
blaze that was all but destroying part of 
the Three Fountains apartment complex 
In Rolling Meadows. Ho was also trying 
to call for help from neighboring fire de- 
partments. 


Kuhn listened from his post In Elk 


Grove Village to the utter confusion at 
the fire. There must be a better way. 
There must bo an easier way of calling 
for help from outside. 


This Incident took place nearly three 


years ago. On May 26,1070, Kuhn wrote 
a letter to his chief that something 
should be done to eliminate the confusion 


surrounding mutual aid calls at large 
fires. And he bad an idea of what that 
something might be. 


"I was appalled that something hadn't 


been set up," Kuhn said of the confusion, 
referring to the lack of predetermined 
response from outside departments. In 
Chicago, where Kuhn had worked for 
more than 10 years before going to Elk 
Grove Village, response to extra alarms 
hod been predetermined for close to a 
century. 


KUH SAID his Idea was simply to 


adapt the Chicago concept to the sub- 
urbs. And although Kuhn — now a cap- 
tain — refuses to take credit for what Is 
now the Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS), Fogarty is more than willing 
to give It to him. 


In little more than two yean of exis- 


tence, MABAS has grown from the origi- 
nal nine-member communities to 18 to- 
day. And more are talking about Joining. 


Mutual aid among suburban fire-de- 


partments has been around for a long 
time, but the system for predetermining 
response to a call for help is relatively 
new here. But It has caught on to the 
point that may eventually lead to a 
single fire department for Cook County. 


HERE'S HOW it works: 
Say there is a fire, a pretty big fire, in 


downtown Palatine. The fire chief sees 
his department can't handle it, so he 
calls for a "box." Three years ago, the 
chief would have made separate calls to 
as many as six or seven fire depart- 
ments, requesting a truck here, a pump- 
er there. But now all be has to do is call 
MABAS central in Arlington Heights.

When the chief calls headquarters in 


Arlington Heights (the backup is in Elk 
Grove Village), he says, "Give me a box ' 
at 702." ' 


A dispatcher in Arlington Height* will ~ 


send a tone out over the mutual aid radio 
frequency, alerting all 18 member de- > 
Pirtments that MABAS is 'needed. He'll , 
repeat the number "702,'\tbe code for " 
the intersection of Palatine and Brock- ' 
way. Each department will pun card 702 
from its MABAS file. The card tells each ' 
department what to send.

On a "Box," Rolling Meadows would . 


send an engine and its chief. Arlington 
Heights would send a truck, and it would ; 
dispatch a truck and its chief to a Pala- 
tine station to cover for Palatine equip-

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Patrolmen Ask 
For 10 Per Cent 
Pay Increase

Des Plalnes police patrolmen have 


asked for a 10 per cent wage increase 
this year. 


The wage hike is one of 10 negotiation 


points raised by the Combined Counties 
Police Assn. (CCPA) which represents 59 
city patrolmen. 


Wage negotiations between city and 


union officials begin at 8 p.m. tomorrow 
at the Holiday Inn, Mannheim Road and 
Touhy Avenue. 


The 10 per cent request Is less than the 


15 per cent hike patrolmen sought last 
year. The city's 1072 contract with the 
CCPA, reached after more than four 
months of negotiations, included a six 
per cent hike. 


The city's preliminary budget, re- 


leased last week, Includes a three per 
cent raise for all city employes. 


"That figure Is only a starting point. 


Wo'ro nowhere near setting salaries," 
Mayor Herbert Bchrel, who will head the 
city negotiating team, told city council 
Thursday night. 


DES PLAINES IS divided into six pa- 


trol areas, but no minimum car policy 
exists, CCPA members claim. The policy 
w o u l d prohibit doubling of patrol 
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aroas.wlth one car covering two sections. 


• An extra day off during leap year; 
• Allowance for four "personal" days 


off a year. Patrolmen receive sick leave 
under the current contract. 
• .Clarification of reserve police and 


reserve uniform use. 


City ordinance states that reserve po- 


llco, who receive no pay and'-'only'lO'. 
hours training, can be assigned to direct 
traffic, aid in civil disorders and perform 
regular police duties "when It is im- 
practicable for members of the regular 
police department." 


CCPA members claim that the city In- 


terprets "Impracticable" to mean over- 
time pay, calling on reserve police, to 
avoid additional expense. In 1971, patrol- 
men received regular hourly wages for 
overtime work, despite contract agree- 
ment for time-and-a-half overtime pay. 
Police were later awarded a total of 
more than $10,000 in back overtime pay 
after complaining to city officials. 


But the city, after paying the 1972 


overtime, limited extra duty in 1972, re- 
lying on reserve police. 


THE CCPA ALSO argues that uni- 


forms of reserve police, according to city 
ordinance, "shall be different and dis- 
tinct from those used by the regular po- 
lice deportment." The only current dif- 
ference is a shoulder patch Identifying 
reserves. 


The patrolmen's requests, listed in a 


Dec. 29 letter to city officials, obtained 
Friday by fw Herald, include: 


• A 10 ptsr cent across-the-board wage 


increase;" 


• An allowance for two patrolmen per 


shift to receive the name vacation time. 
Current policy says only one patrolman 
per shift can go on vacation at a time; 


• Binding arbitration In grievance 


procedure. Bchrel has said the city will 
never agree to the request Patrolmen 
claim that the arbitration policy has no 
time limit, allowing delays in decision 
making; 
• 


• A dallied court pay policy. Bchrel

Proposed" regulation of sandwich sales 


at food stores and gas station grocery 
sales may draw some objections at a 9 
p.m. meeting tonight of the city council's 
license and Inspection committee. 


City Sanitarian Marvin Martin will rec- 


ommend that Des Plalnes establish a de- 


licatessen license to regulate the food 
sales. 


Grocery stores currently are selling 


carry-out sandwiches without food licens- 
es-end gas stations are selling eggs, 
bread, cup cakes, self-made coffee, soft 
drinks and sandwiches, Martin reported 


in a letter to Aid. Charles Bolek's (3rd) 
committee two weeks ago. Without li- 
censing, "the city has no control over the 
possible health hazards of the estab- 
lishments," be said in the letter. 


A survey of 22 area health departments 


showed that Des Plaines was the only 


municipality lacking regulation of the 
sandwich and grocery sales, Martin said 
Friday.

Plaines, $1,064 a month, is below most 
neighboring communities including Ar- 
lington Heights and Buffalo Grove ($1,100 
a month), Mount Prospect ($1,117), Park 
Ridge ($1,090) and Skokie ($1,103).

SPYRISON SAID that "although the 


salary is a little lower, the benefits are 
better in Des Plaines. 


Blletz's salary study shows that while 


patrolmen's salaries here are in the 
middle range' of communities surveyed, 
police "brass" in Des Plaines (lieuten- 
ants, captains and the chief) receive 
higher 
than average salaries. The 


"brass" are not included In'the CCPA' 
contract but generally receive raises in 
line with the contract settlement. 


Police Chief Arthur Hintz, according to 


Blletz's survey, received $1,819 a month, 
or $21,828. Average salary of 66 chiefs 
surveyed in 1972 was $1,398 to $1,553. 
Hint's $1,819 was second highest min- 
imum total listed. Only six departments 
listed a higher maximum salary with top 
total $2,015 a month In Oak Lawn.

Race Track Officials Mum On Woes

Out of fear of antagonizing the new Illi- 


nois Racing Board, Arlington Park Race 
Track officials are keeping quiet about 
problems they may bo having attracting 
good horses to the track for the up- 
coming season. 


The Herald learned last week that Ar- 


nold Wlnlck, considered the top trainer to 
race at Arlington Park over the past sev- 
eral seasons, Is not planning to race In 
Illinois this summer. Two other leading 
trnlnors — Bob Cramer and Tom Kclloy 
— have also said they may not return to 
Illinois from Florida this year. 


Wlnlck blamed the Illinois Racing 


Board for forcing him to stay out of the 
stiitc. Ho said the best racing Is turf 
(grass) racing, but that the early season 
opener at Arlington Park (April 19) 
means that there would be no good turf 
racing for moro than a month. Haw- 
thorne Race Track is the only other Chi- 
cago-area track with a turf course. 


Township Races 


"The feeling here Is that anything we 


might say about Wlnlck's statements) 
might turn out the wrong way," said one 
Arlington official. The question of 'the 
1973 schedule Is currently before the 
courts, which may decide to have the 
new racing board appointed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker draw up a new schedule. 


BUT ARLINGTON officials, In spite of 


their closed-mouth policy, are worried by 
statements liko Winlck's. They admit 
that losing Wlnlck means losing some ot 
the best horses Arlington has seen 
recently. 


"It's not the numbers, but the quality," 


said Thomas Rivera, Arlington's infor- 
mation officer, referring to the horses 
Wlnlck trains. Winlck alone accounts for 
60 or 70 "top quality" horses. And com- 
bined with the other two trainers who 
have threatened no return to Illinois, Ar- 
lington Park is in Jeopardy of losing 150 
ot the best horses out of some 2,000 that 
run at the track.

Circuit Court has in two yeass cut in half ' 
the time lag between filing of a suit and '

A report to Judge Boyle by Sigmund J. 


Stefanowicz, supervising judge , of the 
' pretrial section, shows the time lag be- 
tween filing and pretrial hearing now is- 
30 months. • . ,

"After a careful study, it is estimated . 


that the section will reach its goal of 24- 
months (from filing to pretrial. stage) ' 
this year," Judge Stefanowicz said.' 
• He said a survey of trial lawyers and .

aration for trial, would make the court 
"current" in such cases. 


The pretrial section as a formal part of

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Dr. Martin Luther

With the same eloquence that thrust 


Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. Into the fore- 
front of social justice and won for him 
the coveted Nobel Peace Prize, admirers 
of the slain civil rights leader eulogized 
him Saturday night. 


One by one they came forward to the 


speaker's platform during a banquet at 
the Arlington Park Towers Hotel and re- 
peated the same theme of non-violence, 
love, compassion, courage, freedom, jus- 
tice, righteousness — words that took on 
monumental proportions when used In 
the context of explaining what the life of 
Dr. King wa» all about. 


Sponsored by the suburban division of 


the Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference (SCLC), the speakers rung out of 
the audience much of the emotion in 
I hem. Sobs rould be heard In the ball- 
room as the sights and sounds of Dr. 
King passed before the nearly 400 per- 
sons In attendance. 


TIIEKK WERE talks given by Gory, 


Ind. Mayor fUchard Hatcher, Cook Coun- 
ty Sheriff Richard Elrod, Kennedy-King 
College president Macco Bowie and Cook 
County CommiMloncr John Strogcr. 


There was Gospel music according to 


Hetty Washington and Charles Ellison, 
including a scml-stlrrlng rendition of 
"We Shall Overcome." There was even 
cole slaw on every table, SCLC's way of 
supporting the boycott of head lettuce. 


Interspersed In I ho night's activities 


were calls for solidarity among races, a 
pleading for a coalition of the different 
organizations and factions that make up 
the black leadership of the country such 
as SCLC and Operation PUSH. 


Hatcher said the coming together of a 


mixture of different colors of people to 
the $IO-a-plate dinner was "to celebrate 
the birth of a giant, a man who was an 
inspiration to his people.'Ills legacy was 
to all men of good will. Though he Is 
dead, his spirit and mind and Importance 
arc perpetual." 


While coming to the dinner to praise 


Dr. King, the main speakers painted a 
bleak picture of tlio future of black 
people in America while discussing the 
historical significance of the civil rights 
movement spearheaded by Dr. King. 


"I WISH I could bring you a joyful 


message, a positive and optimistic mes- 
sage," said Hatcher, the keynote speak- 
er. "I'm afraid, though, that the events 
and currents in the world today makes 
Hint message more sober." 


Hatcher drew an analogy between the 


unfinished work of Dr. King- and, in- 
deed, the promises that society has failed 
to keep with the death of Mark Essex, 
the black sniper who two weeks ago 
haled up in the downtown New Orleans

The man who read the eulogy at Es- 


sex's funeral, said Hotelier, explained 
the mourners.were not there to take is- 
sue, to place the blame or resolve the 
problem but just to bid farewell to a 
slain black man. 


"But we must address ourselves* to 


these matters or else this will happen 
again," Hatcher said, and jungle warfare 
may take over our cities. "Mark Jimmie 
Essex turned this message on New Or- 
leans and paid with his life."

of another fire elsewhere. 


And all this would be done automati- 


cally. The Palatine chief would know 
what he I* getting as soon as he called 
fur the box. 


HUT THE system doesn't stop there. 


As equipment is needed, the-chief can 
call up to four alarms over and above 
the original box. By the time he calls 
five alarms. 22 pieces of equipment from 
tt municipalities would be fighting the 
fire. 


"If we ever got to a fifth alarm here, 


we'd have to stnrt to evacuate the city. 
There would be that much equipment," 
Joked Fogarty, president of MABAS and 
Hulling Meadows fire chief. But he really 
wasn't kidding. 


Shortly after Kulm wrote his chief, a 


three-man committee — Kuhn, then- 
Cuut. John llaydcn of Arlington Heights 
untl Lt. Ray Kordcckl of Mount Prospect 
— was formed to work out the details of 
MABAS. By November, nearly a dozen 
communities signed ordinances making 
them a part of the system. 


Each fire chief divided his city Into 


box alarm areas, usually arranged to 
protect the greatest fire hazard In each 
area. The chief would then determine 
what equipment he would need and 
where It should come from for a box 
through fifth alarm. Each member de- 
partment got a copy of the cards. 


Each fire dcpartmznt also had to pur- 


chase a radio that would operate on the 
NIFERN, or mutual aid, frequency. And 
each contributed toward two encoders to 
be purchased for communications head- 
quarters In Arlington Heights and Elk 
Grove Village, chosen because they each 
have radio dispatchers on duty 24 hours 
a day. 
' 
. 


Area towns belong to MABAS include 


Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect, Buf- 
falo Grove, Elk Grove Village, Rolling 
Meadows, DCS Plalncs, Palatine, Hoff- 
man Estates, Schaumburg, Wheeling and 
Prospect Heights. 


THE IDEA caught on with other mu- 


nicipalities, and now 18 are members. 
MABAS extends cost to Skoklo dnd west 
to Strcamwood. It runs north to Wheeling 
and south to Roscmont. And It's still 
growing. 


Kuhn said the more fire chiefs sec how 


simple and easy MABAS makes It for 
them to get outside help, the more they 
wsnt to join. And the coat for a depart- 
ment to join — to buy a radio that oper- 
ates on the mutual aid frequency and to 
contribute toward system-owned Items — 
runs only about 1300. 


"To me, that's cheap," Kuhn said. H« 


added, however, 
that municipalities 


should not get tho Idea that by joining 
MABAS they can stop developing their 
own departments. If they depend too 
much on outside help, they just may be 
asked to leave the system, he said. But 
so far, nobody has. . 


MABAS now is branching out into divi- 


sions, Fogarty said. Instead of being one 
large system, It will be made up of sev- 
eral smaller systems. 
— For example, Rolling Meadows would 
get mutual aid primarily from only those 
municipalities that touch its boundaircs. 
And as each municlpaltiy goes to its 
neighbors for help, the system naturally 
grows, spreading like tentacles. 


Fogarty hopes that operating this way, 


MABAS may eventually be a statewide 
network. Already, Lake County is looking 
at the possibility of becoming one divi- 
sion. And it looks like MABAS will soon 
extend from the North Shore to Elgin. 


The new, larger system could be espe- 


cially valuable in case of a great dis- 
aster, such as a tornado or plane crash. 
Help could be called from farther away 
than is currently possible. 


ANOTHER program that MABAS is 


gcting into Is the purchase of specialized 
equipment. Tho system chiefs meet once 
every two months to'discuss common 
problems and needs. One discussion led 
to the purchase of a scuba boat to be 
used for dragging operations. It's housed 
In Mount Prospect, but can be used by . 
any of the member departments. 


It would be foolish for each department 


to buy equipment it might need some- 
time, but would not use enough to justify 
the' cost, Kuhn said. The scuba boat is an 
example. The next item may bo a truck 
that carries foam for fighting chemical 
fires, Kuhn revealed. 
'

After divisions are established and 


communal buying becomes more com- 
mon, tho next step may be a central ra- 
dio dispatch point for all member depart- 
ments — or at least one dispatch point • 
for each division, Kuhn said. 


And what all this might lead to Is a 


single fire department in the county. 
Kuhn said he feels It's simply unneces- 
sary for each municipality to spend the 
money developing its own,department, 
usually duplicating equipment of neigh-, 
; boring suburbs.

Kuhn said fire departments aren't like 


village police .departments. If the police 
need help, .they have Ihe sheriff; state 
police and on up to the National Guard to

blacks Is that of survival, He quoted sev- 
eral authors, saying, "Blacks in America 
in 1973 are economically obsolete. They 
have outlived their usefulness. Once con- 
sidered an economic asset blacks are 
how considered an economic drag. 


He characterized society .as racist and 


outwardly fears the extermination of his 
people. He reminded the audience of the 
"systematic elimination" of American 
Indians, their being placed on reserva- 
tions (concentration camps), the placing 
in detention camps during World War II 
of all Japanese-Americans while Ger- 
mon-and Italian-Americans were not 
locked up. Hatcher emphasized this was , 
all characteristic of white society's quest 
for superiority over the colored peoples 
of the world.

He even pointed to "an Incredible" re- 


port submitted to then President Lyndon 
Johnson, just after Dr. King's assassina- 
tion, which described how blacks could 
be isolated and destroyed, where the 
black community would be scaled off by 
the National Guard, a curfew put into 
effect, all civil liberties suspended, ar- 
rests made without warrants and mass 
jalllngs made. 


"FORTUNATELY, Johnson 
rejected 


the report for the insanity that it was" 
said Hatcher. "But the fact that this 
kind of thing could be thought.of in this 


country tells me something." 


Hatcher said the blame for the death 


of Essex and the oppression of America's 
black people rests on society and the gov- 
ernment's mlspriority of funds to de- 
fense, the space mission and other en- 
deavors which fail to deal with social 
problems. 


He said white society must acknowl- 


edge and "own up" to these injustices, 
provide more employment opportunities, 
advanced' education, better and more 
housing, medical care for all, eradicate 
heroin from the ghetto (which white 
society would not tolerate in the suburbs) 
and end the war in Vietnam. Then hu- 
man problems can be solved, he said. .

Kenneth W. Holland of DCS Plalncs, a 


former Schaumburg resident who was 
named Friday by Gov. Dan Walker as 
director of the state Department of La- 
bor, had no advance notice of the ap- 
pointment. 


Holland said he had no discussion 


about the appointment with Walker until 
the governor called him last Thursday to 
ask him to take the job. 


"The first time I heard anything about 


it was when I saw my name in a news- 
paper about two weeks ago, at the bot- 
tom of a list of about six candidates." 


Holland said ho first met Walker dur- 


ing the campaign against Republican In- 
cumbent Richard B. Ogilvlc. His union, 
the International Association of Machin- 
ists and Aerospace Workers, supported 
Walker In that campaign, though it had 
backed Paul Simon In the Democratic 
primary, ho said. 


"1 worked fairly hard for Walker," he 


sold. "I guess somebody along the lino 
must have recommended mo for the 
job." 


HOLLAND, 02, and his wife moved to 


Des Plalncs a little over two years ago. 
Prior to that ho lived In Schaumburg for 
flvo years. A native of Chicago, he also 
lived for 15 years In Pcorla while work- 
Ing as a field representative for the ma- 
chinists' union. He became . adminis- 
trative assistant for the union's Midwest 
Region in 10<M. 


For the past 3Vi years, the Hollands 


have acted as foster parents — "We 
have 15 babies," said Holland. They have 
no children In their home presently, but 
look forward to caring for more children 
in the near future, he said. 


Holland, who was employed as a ma- 


chinist in various plants In the Chicago 
area before taking the union position in 
19-17, sold he has not had time to formu- 
late any plans for tlio Labor Department, 


but planned to confer with Walker soon. 


The new director also served on the . 


Safety Inspections and Education Adviso- 
ry Committee under Gov. Ogilvle, and is 
president of the Illinois Machinists Non- ' 
partisan Political League, the political 
arm of the union. 


AS LABOR DIRECTOR, Holland will 


head a department organized Into seven 
divisions responsible for enforcement of 
22 labor laws expressly delegated to it. 


The laws administered by the depart- 


ment regulate occupational safety, hours 
and days of work, child labor, industrial 
homework, wage payment, private em- 
ployment agencies, and provide media- 
tion service In Intrastatc labor-manage- 
ment disputes. 


It also administers the unemployment 


insurance program and operates a Job 
placement service and manpower traii»- 
ing programs financed ^from federal 
funds. 


Holland's appointment ended specula- 


tion that the labor post would be decided 
by one of two powerful union leaders In 
the state. Joseph Germane, district di- 
rector of the United Steclworkcrs of 
America, which reportedly donated sonic 
$40,000 to the Walker campaign, was said 
to be demanding the appointment. Rob- 
ert Johnston, regional director of the 
United Auto Workers, which supplied 
about $50,000 to the campaign, was said 
to be pushing for appointment of his as- 
sistant director, DcWitt Gllpln.

In striking contrast to most other Cath- 


olic dioceses during the past tumultuous 
decade, tho Archdiocese of Philadelphia 
has stood out as an apparently Impreg- 
nable Island fortress of obedient orthodo- 
xy- 


Whatever its appearance, there is little 


doubt that tho archdiocese has been 
run with all the Impressive (and fero- 
ciously rigid) efficiency of a regiment of 
tho Royal Prussian Guard. 


This l» duo primarily not to a Prus- 


sian, but rather to one of tho most bril- 
Han Poles slnco Padcrcwskl, the tall and 
often affable Archbishop, John Cardinal 
Krol. 


Cardinal Krol Is a native of Cleveland 


who speaks six languages fluently. Last 
year he was elected President of the U.S. 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, while 
last August he pronounced the ben- 
ediction over the GOP National Con- 
vention session that rcnominatcd Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


THE CARDINAL'S power was further 


demonstrated In October, when he told a 
press conference that If Mrs. Aristotle 
Onassls ever comes into tho Archdiocese 
of Philadelphia she will bo denied the 
sacrament (this, oven though last April 
Jackie received the sacrament from Fa- 
ther Gcno Baroni, during a memorial 
service at Arlington Cemetery.) 


Yet even as Cardinal Krol has reached 


the pinnacle of power In the nation's 
largest denomination, there arc signs 
that at least a few of his Philadelphia 
flock are beginning to cause loud and 
disturbing ringings of a religious Liberty 
Bell. 


In an hilarious takeoff of the Arch- 


diocese's official (and thoroughly Krol- 
controlled) weekly newspaper The Catho- 
lic Standard and Times, several identi- 
fied laymen — plus numerous (and un- 
derstandably unidentified) clergy — are 
publishing The Catholic Substandard and 
Times. 


This apparently has had an electric ef- 


fect upon a key to Cardinal Krai's auto- 
cratic maintenance of an Eminence do- 
main: the long and incredible subser- 
vience of Philadelphia's dally news- 
papers to His Eminence. 


THIS HAS been described by The Sub- 


standard as follows: 


"The local press especially has been 


father careful what they print about the 
Philadelphia Cathtolic Church. Coverage 
has been extensive, but always pre- 
dictable ... For years, The Bulletin sim- 
ply read and rewrote a thinly disguised 
version of tho Catholic Standard and 
Times. Tho Inquirer did not even bother 
to hire a fulltlme religion editor, but sat- 
isfied itself with prepared handouts or 
carefully controlled diocesan press con- 
ferences . . . Wo suspect this cautions 
attitude stemmed partly from an inbred 
•u/alty among local Catholic journalists, 
and partly from the papers' fears of of- 
fending a rather significant segment of 
Catholic readers." 


Apparently stung by such trenchant 


criticism — from Catholics themselves — 
the Philadelphia dallies have at long last 
begun to do their journalistic duty re- 
garding the rcllgtlon beat. 


When Cardinal .Krol threatened .ex- 


communication of protesting parish- 


ioners of St. Theresa's Parish (which he 
had ordered closed without consulting 
them) — it was reported by the papers. 
(The Substandard gleefully offered either 
Latin or vernacular excommunication 
certificates at $10 each, for a donation to 
the parishioners' legal defense fund.) 


WHEN HE described another group of 


laity as "incompetent," it-was reported. 
When a Substandard fund-raising event 
was ousted from tho University of Penn- 
sylvania's Newman Club, on order from 
Cardinal Krol's chancery office, it was 
reported. The considerable number of 
priests and nuns who have cither de- 
parted the Archdiocese or been quietly 
banished has also been reported. (So has 
the Cardinal's insensitive reaction: "I 
haven't lost any good priests.") 
> . 


During a meeting with this writer — In 


a house only a stone's throw from the 
Cardinal's impressive residence (on Car- 
dinal Lane) — the editors of The Stan- 
dard recalled with amusement the state- 
ment of Virginia's colonial governor, Sir 
William Berkeley, In 1677::

About Smoking 


Remember when you were in 


high school and rest rooms were 
.smoke-filled because everyone was 
in there sneaking a puff? 
. Remember how the teachers and 
administrators used to spend their 
time sniffing the air and hunting 
for the offending smoker? 


Remember how unfair it seemed 


that the teachers had a place set 
aside where they could smoke and 
students were subject to discipline 
if they were even caught with a 
pack of cigarettes in their pocket? 


Well, many local school officials 


remember those things all too well. 
And they also remember how stu-. 
dents, taking advantage of open 
c a m p u s policies, would walk 
across (he street during lunch hour 
and smoke cigarettes, often dis- 
carding them on the neighbors' 
lawns, thus spawning hostility to- 
wards the school and its students. 


Because of those things, local 


high schools several years ago be-. 
gan relaxing their policies prohibit- 
ing student smoking. Now, all but 
two area schools provide student 
smoking areas on their campuses. 
Students can thus go outside and 
satisfy their urge for a smoke with- 
out trespassing and without fear of 
administrative reprisal. 


.School officials admit the smok- 


ing areas haven't entirely elimi- 
nated the problem of smoke-filled 
rest rooms, but they have helped. 
Administrators and teachers now 
have more time to devote to school 
affairs and spend less time as anti- 
smoking policemen. 


Now. however, the student smok- 


ing areas arc utidcr attack and 
school officials may face a return 
to the old days. Cook County School 
Supt. Richard Martwick has de- 
clared that he opposes student 
smoking areas because they en- 
courage smoking and schools arc 
supposed to teach students the dan- 
gers of smoking. 


I n addition. Martwick 
said 


recently he will ask the legislature 
to enact a law prohibiting student. 
smoking areas. He has also urged 
local school • officials to abolish 
smoking areas and to start enforc- 
ing non-smoking rules against stu- 
dents. 


Now stiroly anyone familiar with 


the reports on the physical harm 
smoking can cause sympathizes 
with Martwick's concern about 
trying to eliminate students smok- s 
ing. But the problem is, his solu- 
tion strikes us as a return to the 
dark ages when schools spent more 
time enforcing rules than teaching 
and we doubt that eliminating 
smoking areas will stop any" stu- 
dents from smoking. 


Students smoked before smoking 


areas were invented. If smoking 
areas arc abolished they will sim- 
ply go back to sneaking smokes in 
the John and teachers and adminis- 
trators will go back to chasing 
them. 


It mlgtit, of course, be fairer if 


Martwick extended his proposed 
ban on smoking to anyone in school 
buildings. That would mean teach- 
ers'and administrators would also 
be sneaking around to smoke and 
at least they would thus be more 
understanding when they pursue 
students. 


But the real solution to the prob- 


lem of smoking is not prohibiting it 
and making smokers into rule 
violators. 


The real solution, if our society is 


going to find one, is to make smok- 
,ing less socially acceptable, less 
'"sexy" in the way it is portrayed 
in the mass media and less of a 
symbol of adulthood. 


In short, the answer is education, 


which is the basic purpose of the 
schools. 


We must resist the impulse to 


short-cut the education process by 
resorting to enforcement. Enforce- 
ment of rules and education just 
aren't synonymous.

Why He's Needed 


He is in his early sixties and his grey 


hair is thinning, an older man out of 
place at a hip pub such as O'Rourke's, 
near North and Wells on the edge of Chi- 
cago's Old Town. 


He looks as though he might have wan- 


dered in, mistakenly, on his way home 
s o m e w h e r e south towards Division 
Street, towards a walk-up in the forest 
of furnished rooms on the Near North 
Side. He'd have a cold, collar-up walk — 
but you would expect that to be his style. 


But he is drinking and talking at the 


end of the bar with Roger Ebert and 
Tom Fitzpatrick, two dues-paying mem- 
bers of Chicago's newspaper literati. And 
to the few who recognize him, he's one of 
the finest Chicago writers since Sand- 
burg, Dreiser or Hemingway. 


He is Nelson Algren, remembered best 


as author of "Man With The Golden 
Arm," "A Walk On The Wild Side" and 
"Chicago: City On The Make" — novels 
and prose poems chronicling the night- 
side world of Chicago's junkies, prosti- 
tutes and hangers-on. 


Algren's lifestyle is inconspicuous in an 


era of Mailer-inspired gaudiness. He 
hasn't written a book recently, but his 
remembrances of Chicago and other 
worldly places have appeared in such 
well-read magazines as Playboy, be- 
tween the nudes. 


If there is a Chicago literary school 


today, he's in the middle of it, shoulder 
to shoulder with Studs Terkel and Mike 
Royko, chronicles of the human side of 
a large American city. 


There's a special personal fascination 


about having met Algren ten years ago 
and spotting him today across a bar — 


As taxpayers and concerned citizens of 


the Schaumburg area we all realize the 
need for a hospital. The growth of our 
community is overwhelming and the ne- 
cessity of a hospital is imminent. Along 
with this growth we must also be made 
aware of the need for schools. The guide- 
lines of Dist.

On 
the other hand, we cannot allow the Dun- 
bar Corporation or any other corporation 
to build within our community, increase 
our enrollment by approximately 400 stu- 
dents and give no donation to our school 
district. We are now the largest ele- 
mentary school district in the state and 
in order to continue our efforts for the 
best possible education for our children 
we must see to it that no developer 
comes into the community without care- 
ful consideration for needed school sites 
and cash donations required to relieve 
increasing pressures placed on our 
school district. Certainly Mr. Atcher can 
find other resources and means of ob- 
taining contributions without jeopard- 
izing* the welfare and education of our 
children.

What's sad about Algren is there isn't 


more of his serio-comic-tragic literature 
about what an American city's under- 
belly is really like. And there's sadness, 
by indirection, that writers such as Al- 
gren — not carbon-copies, but men with 
his sensibility and his outrage — have 
not surfaced in the suburbs. 


Put another way, the Northwest sub- 


urbs hold about 300,000 persons — as 
many as live in Rochester, N.Y., or Bir- 
mingham, Ala. In the past 20 years 
we've carved out an impressive complex 
of colleges, high schools, churches and 
other social-cultural institutions; an im- 
pressive civilization party dependent on 
Chicago but still able to stand with sepa- 
rate, autonomous clout. 


But we have produced no one — not an 


Algren, a Hemingway or a Faulkner — 
to tell the story of our unique culture, 
the persons within it and the deep pas- 
sions and pressures which fuel it 


Indeed, there is a terrible, transient lo- 


neliness here for the outsider who has 
just moved in and avoids the con- 
ventional social institutions — and 
there's a sometimes cloying togetherness 
that our churches, schools and other in- 
stitutions push upon us. Both should be 
chronicled. 


But nobody's captured it in print Oc- 


casionally, a newspaper essayist, may 
.seize a bit of it — but there's too little 
time and space in newsprint to measure' 
the depth of it all. 


The Great American Suburban Novel? 


Nope, just a good yarn that entertains 
and instructs us about ourselves. And 
there's a need for a Nelson Algren of the 
suburbs to begin to search out and tell 
the story.

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—7 Pledge To End Job Discrimination

NEW YORK (UPI) - Unless they en- 


Joy trouble and expense, company execu- 
tive* ihould know all the ramification* 
and lubtleUea for Federal Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity Commission rul- 
ings and regulations. 


In fiscal 1971 nearly 29,000 actionable 


discrimination charges by states, individ- 
uals, the federal government and the 
Justice Department were reported by 
EEOC, according to "Wide World," a 
quarterly put out by Middle West Service 
Co. of Chicago, an International manage- 
ment consultant firm. 


Monetary damages awarded in some 


equal-pay cases have ranged as high as 
$900,000, not Including lawyer fees. Aside 
from money, such companies lose a lot 
of Imago because of the notoriety of 
being found guilty In a civil rights case. 


TUB LANDMARK case In equal em- 


ployment opportunity was the 1971 
Griggs decision of the Supreme Court. 
Chief Justice Warren Burger wrote the 
unanimous court decision which upheld 
that tests that could not bo proved to be 
Job-related were discriminatory. 


"The Civil Rights act," Burger said, 


"proscribes not only overt discrimination

but also practices that are fair in form 
but discriminatory in operation. The 
touch-stone in business is necessity. If an 
employment practice which operates to 
exclude' any minority group cannot be 
shown to be related to Job performance, 
the practice is prohibited." 


Jack Julien, a Midwest EEOC expet, 


points out that to ask a Job applicant for 
his record of arrests, with or without 
convictions, may be unlawful If the infor- 
mation Is used as grounds for refusal to 
hire. 


EVEN THOUGH the request might be 


a company policy, applied objectively 
and fairly to all applicants, it could be 
discriminatory under law since statistics 
show that minorities, in many cases, are 
arrested on suspicion proportionately 
more often than whites.

Settlement Means $1 Million Here 


A landmark settlement between Ameri- 


can Telephone & Telegraph Co. and the 
federal Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission will mean $1 million in pay- 
ments for Illinois Bell Telephone Co. em- 
ployes. 


In addition to a pledge to end Job* dis- 


crimination and to add $1 million a year 
in payroll, this is Illinois Bell's chunk of 
a |15 million agreement reached last 
Thursday in Washington. The national 
pact^tavolves 13,000 women and 2,000 
men, compensated for illegally being de- 
nied chances for promotion, said EEOC 
chairman William H. Brown III. 


Several area Northwest suburban Illi- 


nois Bell employes will probably receive 
payment under the settlement, according 
to a Bell spokesman. However, the 
names of the approximately 700 Illinois 
employes affected in the settlement were 
not available Friday. Illinois Bell has' 
some 41,000 employes. 


Jack B. Gable, Illinois Bell's vice pres- 


ident'of personnel, said about $1 million 
hi one-time payments and $1 million a 
year in wage adjustments will be paid by 
the AT&T affiliate. "We know this that 
this agreement is not going to solve all 


our problems. But we'll live up to our 
goals .as best we con," he said of the 
settlement. 


THE SETTLEMENT, signed after two 


years of litigation, requires AT&T and 24 
affiliated Bell System .telephone com- 
panies to open up its higher-paid craft 
Jobs to women and members of minority 
groups. . 


The back pay award which'the govern- 


ment estimated at between $115 million 
and $15 million dwarfs the largest pre- 
vious Job discrimination settlement of a 
little less than $1 million..

Essentially, this cuts the premium dol- 


lar into two parts, dividing it between 
what the pollcyholder gets, or gets back, v 
and what the company keeps. The more * 


. a company keeps out of each dollar, of 


course, the less the insurance buyer is 
getting for each dollar of premium out- . 
lay. Thus the "retention" figure Is an ac- 
curate gauge of how expensive a given 
policy is.

The book contains many tables, giving 


retention figures for all the big, solid 
companies that Belth thinks the insur- 
ance buyer should do business with. 


One such table shows that, for essen- 


tially Identical policies,, the amount that • 
goes Into a company's pockets ranges 
from $2,371 to $5,702. 


To the consumer this means, Belth ex- 


plains, that buying Policy B "is com- 
parable to buying Policy A and plunking 
down an additional $3,331 — cash on the 
barrelhead — at the time of Issue." 
. Caution: This book Is not easy reading.... 
But If you're willing to dig In and burrow < 
your way through, it win tell you more 
about life insurance than any other book -,j 
on the market — and It should create 
quite a stir hi the insurance Industry.

WASHINGTON - What President Nix- 


on b not likely to say In his 1973 budget 
message Is that Americans can decide 
whether or not to have a tax Increase. 


Ho la not likely to say, "Here is what 


higher taxes will buy In extra govern- 
ment services. It's your choice." 


But the country really doea have a 


choice. The President was simply wrong 
when he recently remarked that the total 
tax burden of the American people has 
reached the breaking point Nobody — 


Including the President — knows where 
that "breaking point" Is. 
• The questions that should properly be 
asked include: "What will we get U we 
pay more taxes? What won't we get If we 
pay less taxes?" That's the choice, and 
this series examines the possibilities. 


The choice In the tax Increase matter 


can be Illustrated by schools and transit 
systems. With higher taxes we could 
spend more on schools where our kids 
learn; with lower taxes we could spend 
more on our homes where our kids and 
ourselves live. 


WITH HIGHER taxes we could have 


better roads to drive on; with lower 
taxes we could afford better cars to 
drive in. 


At this point In history we may be 


spending too little on things like schools 
and mass transit that we buy together

through taxes and we may be spending 
relatively too much on things like homes 
and automobiles that we buy individ- 
ually. 


Or, the truth may be just the opposite. 


A little test for you: When you drive in 
your car do you find yourself com- 
plaining more about,the traffic, or about 
the Inadequacy of your car? 


The solid core of this argument is that 


an economy works on the basis of In- 
come being respent. It can be respent on 
private consumption, or it can be in- 
vested (which lets a business or a home 
builder respend It) or it can go in taxes 
(which means that government spends 
it). Income not being respent is a way of 
describing recession. 


There Is no evidence whatever that the 


United States will "break" If we decide 
that we would get more good out of hav- 
ing more tax money for government to 
do things to help the traffic than we 
would from having less taxes so we could 
afford better cars. 


IF YOU PUT together all our taxes, 


federal, state and local, the U. S. tax bill 


some other countries was 38 per cent in 
Canada, 37 per cent In France, 38 per 
cent in West Germany, 41 per cent in the 
United'Kingdom 32 per cent in Italy and 
22 per cent in Japan. 


These figures certainly don't mean that 


we have to be like Japan or like Germa- 
ny or anybody else. It is interesting that 
both Japan and Germany have shown ex- 
cellent economic growth with different 
roles for government. What this means is 


that we have choices about what we 
want to be. 


In these matters a country can't 


'change quickly, but in making even 
small budget choices year after year we 
can exercise important options. The fol- 
lowing articles will have more to say 
about what's on the menu of choices be- 
fore us.

Persons filing their federal tax returns 


this year on 1971 Income will discover 
quite a few changes In the returns and 
supplementary schedules and forms of a 
year ago. 


The most Important change, the Com- 


merce Clearing Houso notes, b the new 
"Short Form" 1040A which has been 
rcintroduced. Even the long form income 
tax return, Form 1040, contains impor- 
tant changes. 


Most of (ho differences stem from law 


changes that went Into effect for 1972. 
Hero are some of the highlights of the 
1972 forms: 


FORM 1MOA, the "Short Form" In- 


come Tax Return, can be used by tax- 
payers whose 1972 Income consisted of 
wages and salaries in any amount and 
who received not more than $200 In divi- 
dend Income and not more than $200 In 
Interest Income. 


It is expected that this return will be 


used by most wage earners. However, 
taxpayers should bo aware that the use 
of Form 1040A can cost them unneces- 
sary tax dollars, even though they are 
within the abovo Income requirements. 


This Is because use of Form 1040A pre- 


cludes the claiming of itemized deduc- 
tions, plus the employes' business, sick 
pay and moving expense deductions, and 
the retirement Income, estimated tax, In- 
vestment, foreign, motor (ucb and regu- 
lated investment company tax credits. 


Therefore, It b essential that tax- 


payers determine whether they are en- 
titled to claim any of the above deduc- 
tions and credits and whether claiming 
them will reduce their 1972 tax bills. 
Form 1040 should be filed, instead of 
Form 1040A, if these deductions and 
credits wll reduce Iho tax. 


IN 1972, Congress enacted a now law 


that permits the sharing of federal tax 


revenues with state and local govern- 
ments. Form 1048A and 1040 both require 
an individual taxpayer to Identify hb 
principal place of residence at the end of 
the year, so as to provide the federal 
government with the information neces- 
sary to sharing the revenue in accor- 
dance with the new law. 


Individual taxpayers should be aware 


that they are entitled to a deduction of 
$750 for each exemption claimed in 1972. 
Thb deduction was $675 in 1971. In addl- 
tlon, the percentage standard deduction 
has been raised to 15 per cent of the ad- 
justed gross Income, subject to a max- 
imum deduction of $2,000. And the low 
income allowance has been rabed from 
$1,050 in 1971 to $1,300. ' 


All of these changes are reflected In 


the "Optional Tax Tables" which can be 
used by a taxpayer whose adjusted gross 
Income b under $10,000. They are also 
reflected on Forms 1040A and 1040 for - 
taxpayers who cannot use the tables. 


Some of the most important changes 


for 1972 ore contained lln Schedule A of 
Form 1040. For example, a separate sec- 
tion, lines 26-30, has been provided for 
deducting casualty and theft losses on 
1972 Schedule A. The liberalized child 
care deduction of up to $400 a month abo 
rates a separate section on the 1972 
Schedule A. 


TAXPAYERS WHO made political con- 


tributions* to a candidate, political party 
or a political committee can claim either 
an itemized deduction or a tax credit for 
their donations. 


Tho deduction is limited to the lesser of 


the amount of the donation or a max- 
imum deduction of $50 ($100 on a joint 
return). The deduction b claimed as a 
miscellaneous deduction on line 32. The 
credit b limited to the lesser of one-half 
of tho donation or a maximum credit of 
$12.50, $25 on a joint return. 


Tho political contributions credit can 


bo claimed on Form 1040A (line 20) and 
Form 1040 (line 59, Part IV).

"Seven and oh and seven to go," sang 


Prospect coach Bill Slayton as he can- 
vassed the aisles of his lockcrroom, 
shaking each of his player's hands. 


The source of the hoopla was Pros- 


pect's thrilling 65-61 triumph over North 
Division Wheeling — a game that saw 
the Knights rally from seven points off 
the paco with less than five minutes re- 
maining. 


"You know who would be right behind 


me, don't you?" Slayton posed. "Mr. (Al- 
vln Kulleke." (Prospect's sports-minded 
principal who died one week ago Sun- 
day). "He would have enjoyed this one." 


The Knight*, with a small, black com- 


memorative patch fastened to the strap 
of each player's Jersey, waited for 
Wheeling to lose Its entire front line on 
fouls before a pair of substitute guards 
were able to ball the decision out. 


Trailing 59-52 with 4:46 left, Prospect's

Reliable 6-5 forward Will Freeman fol- 


lowed with a pair of high-arching free 
throws to narrow the gap to three and 
with Wheeling still unable to respond, 
Mark Blasco converted both ends "of a 
pressure one-and-one situation off Wild- 
cat Bill Pickler's fifth foul. 


With 2:52 still remaining, Wheeling 


protected a 59-58 advantage, but as the 
'Cats brought the ball up court, Knight 


Brian Groth, a third-quarter replacement 
at guard, stole a dangerous cross-court 
Wheeling pass and drove hi unmolested 
to boost Prospect into a 60-59 advantage 
with 2:37 left. 


Wheeling finally thawed the freeie that 


found It scoreless during the four crucial 
minutes down the stretch when Pat 
Smith cashed an eight-footer at 1:51 to 
regain a Wildcat lead. 


But another Prospect reserve — guard 


Jim Anderson — brought the seesaw 
back down on the Knights' side with a 12- 
foot bullseye from the baseline at 1:15.

It was almost like one team playing in

does not feel the training of the Delta 
Airlines pilot could have caused the Dec. 
20 plane crash at O'Hare Airport. 


The manager of flight operations for 


Delta Airlines was the first witness 
called before a board of Inquiry last Fri- 
day, as the National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board began a third day of hearings. 


The hearings are being conducted in an 


effort to find a cnuse Into the Dec. 20 
plane crash between a Delta and North 
Central Airliner. The crash occurred on 
a fog-covered runway which* the Delta Jet 
was crossing as the North Central Jet 
was taking off. 


"If I were In Capt. McDowell's (Robert 


McDowell, pilot of the Delta Jet) situ- 
ation I would have done the same thing 
ho did," said Reeves who Is in charge of 
training for all Delia pilots operating at 
O'Hare. 


THE "SITUATION" to which Reeves 


was referring was the radio message re- 
ceived by the Delta crew from the 


ground controller. The message said, 
"Delta 954 OK If you can just pull over to 
the 32 pad." 


"With the direction the plane was go- 


Ing and the omitted letter 'R' or 'L', I 
would have gone to pad 32L," said 
Reeves. He sold there Is no written pol- 
icy in the Delta Airlines system that 
states a pilot must ask for clarification 
of cither a taxi route or a holding area 
when given radio messages at airports. 


The FAA has been sahlng that the pilot 


should have asked for a specific pad, ei- 
ther 32R or 32L. However, Delta main- 
tains that since its plane was heading in 
the direction of pod 32L, a normal hold- 
ing area for them, the pilot felt he 
needed no clarification. The crash oc- 
curred at the entrance to pad 32L. 


Reeves told Federal Aviation Adminis- 


tration spokesman Charles Peters, "We 
pay our pilots good money and they are 
all FAA-approved. We think they can 
make decisions on their own when they 
ore out there since every situation is dif- 
ferent." 


PETERS', who hag spent considerable 


time questioning all the Delta pilots and 
officials when they take the stand, then 
asked what Reeves expected of the 3,000, 
pilots he supervises. 


"When they are in a situation as Capt 


McDowell was Dec. 20,1 expect them to 
taxi carefully. When they get clearance 
go from point 'A* to point 'B they should 
take the most direct route and when they 
are given clearance I expect them to 
cross anything between 'A* and "BY* an- 
swered Reeves. 


He added that what happens on the 


ground is often just between the pilot and 
the controller. "You'd'be surprised bow 
after coming into the airport several 
times you can begin to know who Is talk- 
ing to you and exactly what be means," 
explained Reeves, who has been a pilot 
since 1941. 


Peters then asked about distractions in 


the cockpit, such as a stewardess asking 
the pilot a question or just talk among 
the crew. "It doesn't Interfere with the 
operation of the plane," answered 


Key Testimony Comes From Delta Pilot 


by Rial HONACK 


After three days of hearings, with sev- 


eral more to go, the Natittal Trans- 
portation Safety Board (NTSB) in- 
vestigation of the events surrounding a 
crash at O'Haro Airport Dec. 20, already 
has a lot of Information to digest. 


However, the main Information out of 


the hearings Is in the testimony of Delta 
Capt Robert McDowell. McDowell was 
the pilot of the Convalr 880 that was cros- 
sing an active runway as a North Cent- 
ral DC-0 was taking off. Tho two planes 
collided and 10 persons died In the crash. 


"When the pilots live, they give us the 


key testimony In these hearings," said 
NTSB board member Charles Miller. 
"It's rare when we can talk to both pilots 
and find out what happened." 


MILLER SAID, however, that the 


board looks for much more than Just the 
cause of the crash In these hearings. 


"Wo try to take into consideration how 


things can be prevented from happening 
again, how so many people lived and 
why 10 died. We look at airport proce- 
(lures and see If they are the best pos- 
sible," he explained. 


Ho added that changes from a crash 


like this affect the entire aviation in- 
dustry. "That's why we take anywhere 
from four lo six months to Issue a text of 
Iho board's feelings on the case," said 
Miller. 


Edward Slattcry, director of public af- 


fairs for NTSB, said after these hearings 
the board will go back to Washington, 
D.C., to study the facts and then Issue a 
statement. Slattcry said It will be impor- 
tant In this case to find out who was at 
fault in lotting the Delta airliner get 
where It was at the time of the crash. 


He explained that where to place the 


fault Is the cause of the constant battle 
between officials from the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration (FAA) and airline of- 
ficials. 


ONE OFFICIAL said during a break in 


the hearings, the fact the plane was giv- 
en what seems to bo an incomplete radio 
transmission, and that the plane was 
believed to be In another port of the air- 
port looks bad for the FAA. That the pi- 
lot did not ask for a clarification on 
which pad looks bad for Delta. 


Miller said, "Maybe no one Is to 


blame. Maybe It was weather or just the 
results of bad habits In some procedures 
that caused the crash. We don't know. 
That's why wo have the hearings."

SINCE McDOWELL gave a clearance 


to O'Brien after ho was past pad 32R he 
continued into the tax! area leading to 
pad 32L. It was while the Delta plane 
was crossing a runway the pilot thought 
was Inactive that the crash occurred. 


Officials feel the testimony of O'Brien 


together with the testimony of McDowell 
and the North Central pilot will be able 
to pinpoint the possible cause.

Susanno Havllk ushered us Into the 


largo bright room at the end of building 
F on Urn Harper College campus In Pala- 
tine. The four of us settled across from 
each other around a small Formica 
tnblo, exchanging brief Introductions. 


Wo were surrounded by cables and mi- 


crophones. Behind us were pieces of fur- 
niture, fake walls and windows; up front 
was a'control booth with several tech- 
nicians milling around, headsets snug 
against their ears. 


Wo had gathered on tho soundstage at 


Harper to tape a 26-mlnuto radio pro- 
gram, "Focus Northwest," produced by 
Susnnnc and aired twice a week by FM 
station WWMM, 82.7 on tho dial. 


EACH OF us was asked several weeks 


earlier to participate In an Informal dis- 
cussion on "Group Therapy: Docs It 
work?" 


Seated across from me was Dr. Joanne 


Powell, an associate professor and coun- 
selor at Harper and moderator for tho 
program. Next to. her sat Cletc Hlnton, 
also a Harper counselor, who brought 
personal and professional experience to 
the panel. 


Mike Mechan and I rounded out the 


panel. Mike Is administrator of the For- 
est Hospital Postgraduate Center, DCS 
Plalncs. Ho has a degree In psychology 
from Loyola University, Chicago and 
completed the social therapist training 
program at Forest two years aga. He Is 
a licensed Parent Effectiveness Training 
instructor and has conducted groups as 
well as trained therapists. 


I WAS there as a Journalist who has 


written about many areas In mental 
health — especially groups, as a student 
enrolled In tho year-long social therapist 
program learning tho techniques of lead- 
ing growth and therapy groups, and as a 
person who has participated In n variety 
of groups. 


None of us was particularly nervous In 


tho wake of our radio debut We hadn't 
received a list of questions to answer or 
any lengthy explanation of what we were 
to say.

(I noted after- 
wards, however, that I forgot to say all 
of the things I had planned to say durirg 
the warm-up. All my well-planned words 
of wisdom remained in my head.) 


, The first 13 minutes of taping passed 
quickly as we discussed types of groups, 
our experiences, group process for 
healthy people who either have problems 
or want to know, more about themselves 
and where those groups are available. 


Susanne dashed hi during the taping 


break to give us feedback on how we 
were doing and suggested we not be as 
courteous — "feel free to break In on 
each other." With this in mind we 
plunged Into the second 13 minutes. 


MOST PEOPLE Involved hi group 


work are eventually asked about the 
"touchy-feely take-off-your-clothes" as- 
pects by friends and acquaintances. We 
devoted a good portion of the second half 
trying to clear up some of the myths sur- 
rounding group therapy 
and giving 


guidelines on choosing a group. 


Almost before it began it was over. 


The technician signaled and we were 
through. There were thank-yous all 
around and we went back to our jobs. 


Driving back I realized how little I re- 


membered of the afternoon. It was like 
wondering on Saturday morning what 
you had talked about with your friends 
all Friday night. And I have the feeling 
the program Friday evening will sound 
as new to me as other listeners. I might 
even learn something.

Your son needs his birth certificate, 


your husband wants his Army discharge 
papers. Tho now pediatrician wants a 
precise record of shot* given your pre- 
school children while you lived in a town 
two states away. 


You looked hi the hatbox where you 


keep valuable papers. You examined 
that big brown bag of vital records you 
keep hi the dresser drawer. Like an Inch- 
worm you went through all those pieces 
of paper kept In the shoe-box labeled "do 
not discard." With the same attention to 
detail, you fingered records kept In a ci- 
gar box kept within the big closet In the 
master bedroom and looked through the 
shopping bag labeled "current Important 
papers."

Utah Is a small state, I've handled about 
everything from soup to nuts. 


"My son was grown up so when I took 


the job I told my husband, 'Look, as far 
as time goes, the governor comes first.' 


"I think that's basically true of any 


secretary to a man in high public office. 
Around here, you never know what's go- 
ing to happen, and how many lives could 
depend upon the governor getting the 
facts." 


Mrs. Thurmond handles appointments, 


mall and dictation, pays bills, types, an- 
swers telegrams, and takes, at home, 
telephone callers "who know 'Cal' on a 
first-name basis, and have just got to 
talk to him after hours." 


"We're all selfish," she said. "We're 


all concerned about what is happening to 
us — whether our garbage is going to get 
picked up, and so on.

Avoiding Middle Age Blues 


Woman Need Their Own Interests

A woman should look before she leaps 


— into middle age, according to sociolo- 
gist Pauline Bart If she doesn't develop 
other interests — in addition to being a 
wife and mother — before then, a severe 
case of the blues might be in store for 
her, Dr. Bart contends.

Dr. Bart, who's professor of sociology 


at the University of Illinois Medical Cen- 
ter, spoke hi New York recently at a 
symposium on "The Seven Ages of Wom- 
en," sponsored by the Radcliffe Club of 
New York. She cited statistics indicating 
that between the ages of 45 and 64, there 
are three, times as many widowed and 
divorced women as_ widowed and di- 
vorced men. 


DESCRIBING A STUDY she made of 


depressed middle-aged women in Los 
Angeles mental hospitals, Dr. Bart said 
that typical patients were the housewives 
who had not been in the labor force 
recently and who had "counted on their 
children to make their lives mean- 
ingful." When those children left home 
and the women suffered a loss of their 
maternal role, they also seemed to lose 
all purpose in life, Dr. Bart noted. 


"They were thrown back on their own 


resources. And when one has lived pri- 
marily for others," she added, "it's diffi- 
cult suddenly to live a life of your own." 


The hospitalized women, Dr. Bart ob- 


served, thought they were useless. They 
believed no one needed, wanted or cared 
about them.

"They had been superhouscwives, su-

that they turned the resentment against 
themselves. They felt it was "unfeminine 
and unladylike" to express such feelings 
openly, she explained. > 


"You might say that women are per- 


mitted to express every emotion but ang- 
er, while men are not allowed to express 
any emotion except anger," she added. 


But the situation 'is improving, Dr. 


Bart reports. She believes women are 
learning to give each other support. 
They're telling one another they have a 
right to be angry and this helps a lot, she 
says. 


"And I think," she concludes, "we'll 


have less hostility between people, once 
women learn to live fuller lives on their 
own."

Ifou? Fire Departments Come To Each Other's Rescue

Lt Donald Kuhn tat In the flrebouse, 


listening to the radio. A fire chief In a 
neighboring town was having trouble. 


Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty was trying 


to direct flreflghtlng operations at a 
blaze that was all but destroying part of 
the Three Fountains apartment complex 
In Rolling Meadows, lie was also trying 
to call for help from neighboring fire de- 
partments. 


Kuhn listened from his post In Elk 


Grove Village to the utter confusion at 
the fire. There must be a better way, 
There must bo an easier way of calling 
for help from outside. 


This Incident took place nearly three 


years ago. On May 26,1970, Kuhn wrote 
a letter to his chief that something 
should bo done to eliminate the confusion 


surrounding* mutual aid calls at large 
fires. And he had an idea of what that 
something might be. 


"I was appalled that something hadn't 


been set up," Kuhn said of the confusion, 
referring to the lack of predetermined 
response from outside departments. In 
Chicago, where Kuhn had worked for 
more than 10 years before going to Elk 
Grove Village, response to extra alarms 
had been predetermined for close to a 
century. 


KUII SAID his idea was simply to 


ddnpt the Chicago concept to the sub- 
urbs. And although Kuhn — now a cap- 
tain — refuses to take credit for what is 
now the Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS), Fogarty Is more than willing 
to give It to him. 


In little more than two yean of exis- 


tence, MABAS has grown from the origT- 
nal nine-member communities to IB to- 
day. And more are talking about joining. 


Mutual aid among suburban fire de- 


partments has been around for a long 
time, buttbe system for predetermining 
response to a call for .help is relatively 
new here. But it has caught on to the 
point that may eventually lead to a 
single fire department for Cook County. 


HERE'S HOW It works: 
Say there is a fire', a pretty big fire, In 


downtown Palatine. The fire chief sees 
his department can't handle It, so be 
calls for a "box." Three years ago, the 
chief would have made separate calls to 
as many as six or seven fire depart- 
ments, requesting a truck here, a pump- 
er there. But now all he has to do is call 
MABAS central in Arlington Heights. 


When the chief calls headquarters in 


Arlington Heights (the backup is in Elk 
Grove Village), he says, "Give me a box 
atTCS." 


A dispatcher In Arlington Heights will ( 
send a tone out over the mutual aid radio . 
frequency, alerting all IB member de- 
partments that MABAS Is needed. He'll , 
repeat the number "702," the code for 
the Intersection of Palatine and Brock- 
way. Each department will .pull card 702 - 
from its MABAS file. The card tells each , 
department what to send. • 


On a "Box," -Rolling Meadows would 


send an engine and its chief. Arlington ' 
Heights would send a truck, and it would i 
dispatch a truck and its chief to a Pala- 
tine station to coyer for Palatine equip- 
ment fighting the fire downtown, in case

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How Fire Departments Come to Each Other's Rescue

Lt. Donald Kuhn sat In the flrehouse, 


listening to the' radio. A fire chief In a 
neighboring town wu having trouble. 


Fire Chief ,Thomas Fogarty was trying 


to direct flreflghting operations at a 
blaze that was all but destroying part of 
the Three Fountains apartment complex 
In Rolling Meadows. He was also trying 
to call for help from neighboring fire de- 
partments. 


Kuhn listened from his post In Elk 


Grove Village to the utter confusion at 
the fire. There must be a better way. 
There must bo on easier way of calling 
for help from outside. 


This Incident took place nearly three 


years ago. On May 28,1970, Kuhn wrote 
n letter to his chief that something 
should be done to eliminate the confusion 


surrounding mutual aid calls at large 
fires. And he bad an idea of what that 
something might be.

"I was appalled that something hadn't 


been set up," Kuhn said of the confusion, 
referring to the lack of predetermined 
response from outside departments. In 
Chicago, where Kuhn had worked for 
more than 10 years before going to Elk 
Grove Village, response to extra alarms 
had been predetermined for dose to a 
century.

KUII SAID his idea was simply to 


adapt the Chicago concept to the sub- 
urbs. And although Kuhn — now a cap- 
tain — refuses to take credit for what is 
now the Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS), Fogarty is more than willing 
to give It to him. 
• 


In little more than two years of exis- 


tence, MABAS has grown from the origi- 
nal nine-member communities to 18 to- 
day. And more are talking about joining. 
' Mutual aid among suburban fire de- 
partments has been around for a long 
time, but the system for predetermining 
response to a call for help Is relatively 
new here. But It has caught on to the 
point, that may eventually lead to* a 
single fire department for Cook County. 


HERE'S HOW it works: 


' Say there is a fire, a pretty big fire, in 
downtown Palatine. The fire chief sees 
his department can't .handle it, so he 
calls 'for a "box." Three years ago, the 
chief would have made separate calls to 
as many as six or seven fire depart- 
ments, requesting a truck here, a pump- 
er there. But now all he has to do is call 
MABAS central in Arlington Heights. 


When the chief calls headquarters 'in 


Arlington Heights (the backup Is in Elk 
Grove Village), he says, "Give me a box 
at 702.".

" A dispatcher in Arlington Heights will 
. send a tone out over the mutual aid radio 
frequency, alerting all 18 member de-t 
partments that ,MABAS is needed. He'll 
repeat the number "702," the code for 
the intersection of Palatine and Brock- 
way. Each 'department will pull card 702 
from its MABAS file. The card tells each 
department what to send.

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How Fire Departments Come To Each Other's Rescue

U. Donald Kuhn sat in the flrebouse, 


listening to the radio. A fire chief in a 
neighboring town was having trouble. 


Fire Chief .Thomas Fogarty was trying 


to direct flreflghUng operations at a 
blaze that was all but destroying part of 
the Three Fountains apartment complex 
In Rolling Meadows. He was also trying 
to call for help from neighboring fire de- 
partments. • 


Kuhn listened from his post in Elk 


Grove Village to the utter confusion at 
the fire. There must be a better way. 
There must be an easier way of calling 
for help from outside. 


This Incident took place nearly three 


yean ago. On May 26, 1B70, Kuhn wrote 
a letter to his chief that something 
should be done to eliminate the confusion 


surrounding mutual 'aid calls at large 
fires. And .he had an Idea of what that 
something might be. 


"I was appalled that something hadn't 


been set up," Kuhn said of the confusion, 
referring to the lack ot predetermined 
response from outside departments. In 
Chicago, where Kuhn had worked for 
more than 10 years before going to Elk 
Grove Village, response to extra alarms 
had been predetermined for close to a 
century. 
v 


KUII SAID his Idea was simply to 


adopt the Chicago concept to the sub- 
urbs. And although Kuhn — now a cap- 
tain — refuses to take credit for what is 
now the Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS), Fogarty is more than-willing 
to give It to him. 
. In little more than two years of exis- 


tence, MABAS has grown from the origi- 
nal nine-member communities to 18 to- 
day. And more are talking about joining. 


Mutual aid among suburban fire de- 


partments has been around for a long 
time, but the system for predetermining 
response to a call for help is relatively 
new here. But it has caught on to the 
point that may eventually lead to a 
single fire department for Cook County. 


HERE'S HOW It works: 
Say there Is a fire, a pretty big fire, hi 


downtown Palatine. The fire chief sees 
his department can't handle it, so he 
calls for a "box." Three years ago, the 
chief would have made separate calls to 
as many as six or seven fire depart- 
ments, requesting a truck here, a pump- 
er there. But now all be has to do Is call 
MABAS central in Arlington Heights. 


When the chief calls headquarters in 


Arlington Heights (the backup is in Elk 
. Grove Village), he says, "Give me a box 
at 702." 


A dispatcher in Arlington Heights will 


send a tone out over the mutual aid radio 
frequency, alerting all 18 member de- 
partments that MABAS is needed. He'll 
repeat the number '702," the code for 
the intersection of Palatine and Brock- • 
way. Each department will pull card 702 
from its MABAS file. The card tells each 
department what to send. 


On a "Box," Rolling. Meadows would 


send an engine and its chief. Arlington 
Heights would send a truck, and it would 
dispatch a truck and its chief to a Pala- 
tine station to cover for Palatine equip- 
ment fighting the fire downtown, in case

"They looked like little wings, like they 


were port of the turbine," be said.

whose roof was damaged by the debris, 
said that when representatives from the 
FAA came out to investigate', they asked 
him if he had found "something about 


the size of a garbage can cover." 


Guy said officials would not confirm 


whether they were looking for the major 
turbine from the airplane, but officials 
did request the Elk Grove Village police 
to be on the lookout for "a large, disc- 
shaped object." 


All the debris found will be inventoried

"We plan to try and approach Dunbar 


ourselves," said Mrs. Miller. "We want 
to sit down and work out a compromise."

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How Fire Departments Come To Each Other's Rescue

Lt. Donald Kuhn ut In (he flrehouse, 


listening to Uw radio. A tin chief In a 
neighboring town was having trouble. 


Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty was trying 


to direct flreflghting operations at a 
blow that was all but destroying part of 
the Three Fountains apartment complex 
In Rolling Meadows. He was also trying 
to call for help from neighboring fire de- 
partments. 


Kuhn listened from his post In Elk 


Grove Village to the utter confusion at 
the fire. There must be a better way. 
There must bo an easier way of calling 
for help from outside. 


This Incident took place nearly three 


years ago. On May 20,1970, Kuhn wrote 
a letter to his chief that something 
should bo done to eliminate the confusion 


surrounding mutual old colls at large 
fires. And he hod an idea of what that 
something might be. 


"I was appalled that something hadn't 


been set up," Kuhn said of the confusion, 
referring to the lack of predetermined 
response from outside departments. In 
Chicago, where Kuhn had worked for, 
more than 10 yean before going to Elk 
Grove Village, response to extra alarms 
had been predetermined for close to a 
century. 


KUII SAID his idea was simply to 


adapt thexChlcago concept to the sub- 
urbs. And although Kuhn — now a cap- 
tain — refuses to take credit for what Is 
now the Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS), Fogarty is more than willing 
to give It to him. 


In little more than two years of exis- 


tence, MABAS has grown from the origi- 
nal nine-member communities to IB to- 
day; And more are talking about joining. 


Mutual aid among suburban fire de- 


partments has been around-for-a"long 
time, but the system for predetermining 
response to a.call for help is relatively 
new here. But it has caught on to the 
point that may eventually lead to a 
single fire department for Cook County. 


HERE'S HOW it works: 
Say there Is a fire, a pretty big fire, in 


downtown Palatine. The fire chief sees 
his department can't handle it, so he 
calls for a "box." Three years ago, the 
'chief would have made separate calls to 
as many as six or seven fire depart- 
ments, requesting a truck here, a pump- 
er there. But now all he has to do is call 
MABAS central in Arlington Heights. 


When the chief calls headquarters in • 


Arlington Heights (the backup is In Elk 
.Grove Village), he says, "Give me a box 
at 702." • 


A dispatcher in Arlington Heights will. •• 


send a tone out over the mutual aid radio ' 
frequency, alerting all 18 member de- 
.partments that MABAS Is needed. He'll 
repeat the number "702," the code for - 
the Intersection, of Palatine and Brock- 
way. Each department will pull card 702 - 
from Its MABAS file. The card tells each 
department what to send. 


On a "Box," Rolling Meadows would 


send an engine and its chief. Arlington 
Heights would send a truck, and it would ' 
dispatch a truck and its chief to a Pain- - 
tine station to cover for Palatine equip- 
ment fighting the fire downtown, in case

How Fire Departments Come To Each Other's Rescue 


by DAVID MAIISMAN 


Lt Donald Kuhn sat in the flrehouse, 


listening to the radio. A fire chief in a 
neighboring town wai having trouble. 
, Fire Chief Thomas Fognrty was trying 
to direct flreflghtlng operations at a 
blaze that was all but destroying part of 
Ihu Three Fountains apartment complex 
In Rolling Meadows. He was also trying 
to call for hulp from neighboring fire de- 
partment*. 


Kuhn listened from his post in Elk 


Grove Village to the utter confusion at 
the fire. There must be a better way. 
There must be an easier way of calling 
for help from outside. 


This Incident took place nearly three 


yean ago. On May 28,1970, Kuhn wrote 
a letter to his chief that something 
should be done to eliminate the confusion 


surrounding mutual aid calls at large 
fires. And he had an idea of what that 
something might be. 


"I was appalled that something hadn't 


been set up," Kuhn said of the confusion, 
referring to the lack of predetermined 
response from outside departments. In 
Chicago, where Kuhn had worked for 
more than 10 years before going to Elk 
Grove Village, response to extra alarms 
had been predetermined for close to a 
century. 


KUII SAID his idea was. simply to 


adopt the Chicago concept to the sub- 
urbs. And although'Kuhn — now a cap- 
tain — refuses to take credit for what Is 
now the Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS), Fogarty Is more than willing 
to give It to him. 


In little more than two years of exis- 


tence, MABAS has grown from the origi- 
nal nine-member communities to 18 to- 
day. And more are talking about joining. 


Mutual aid 'among suburban fire de- 


partments has been around for a long 
time, but the system'for predetermining 
response'to a call for help is relatively 
new here. But it has caught on to the 
point that may eventually^ lead to a 
single fire department for Cook County. 


HERE'S HOW It works: 
Say there Is a fire, a pretty big fire, in 


downtown Palatine. The fire chief sees 
his department can't handle It, so he 
calls for a "box." Three years ago, the 
chief would have made separate calls to 
as many as six or seven fire depart- 
ments, requesting a truck here, a pump- 
er there. But now all he has to do Is call 
MABAS central in Arlington Heights. , 


When the chief calls headquarters in 


Arlington Heights (the backup is in Elk 
Grove Village), he says, "Give me a box 
at 702." 
- A dispatcher In Arlington Heights will 
send.a tone out over the mutual aid radio 
frequency, alerting all 18 member de- 
partments that MABAS is needed. He'll 
repeat the number "702," the code for 
the intersection of Palatine and Brock- 
way. Each department will pull card 702 
from its MABAS file. The card tells each 
department what to send. 


On a "Box," Rolling Meadows would 


send an engine and its chief. Arlington 
Heights would send a truck, and It would 
dispatch a truck and its chief to a Pala- 
tine station to cover for Palatine equip- 
ment fighting the fire downtown, In case

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Ward Boundaries 
May Be Redrawn 
For April Race 


by TONI GINNETTI 


Now ward boundaries in Rolling Mead- 


ows may havo to be redrawn before the 
April 17 election because Inaccurate city 
voting records were used to •determine 
the boundaries, Mayor Roland Meyer 
said Friday. 


Meyer's statement came after a Her- 


ald Investigation last week revealed vot- 
er registration discrepancies between 
Cook County poll sheets und city voting 
lists. 


In acknowledging the discrepancies, 


Meyer said city binder lists still contain 
names of persons who havo cither died 
or moved from the city within the last 
three years. 


"We know there are people who arc 


dead or have moved who are still on the 
lists." Meyer admitted. "We know there 
are people who have been dead for three 
years who are still on the lists. There are 
perhaps 100 to 200 people in the apart- 
ments who havo moved and they're still 
In the binder. 


"The problem Is we don't know wheth- 


er we have the authority to pull binder 
cards that are no longer valid," he said. 


MEYER SAID ho Is trying to deter- 


mine whether the clerk of a municipal- 
ity, who Is In charge of overseeing local 
elections, has the power to pull voter 
cards of persons known to no longer bo 
residents of the city. The county has said 
local officials havo that power, but city 
officials say they do not, Meyer said. 


Because City Atty. Don Rose is out of 


town, Meyer said he Is consulting anoth- 
er attorney for clarification on the mat- 
ter. 


Contacted Friday, an official of the 


Cook County Election Department, E. P. 
Stctnbrlnck, said a clerk has the right to 
remove deceased persons from the voter 
rolls but not persons who have moved. 


"Tlic clerk of a municipality has the 


authority to take a card out of a binder If 
he knows a person has died," Stcinbrlnck 
said, he said when the card Is removed, 
the clerk must mark It "deceased," date 


and sign the card, and return it to the 
county election deportment. Persons who 
have moved may only be removed from 
voting lists by the county, he said.. 


A PERSON WHO has moved from, the 


city "can't bo removed until (the munici- 
pality) gets word from the county," ac- 
cording to Steinbrinck. 'line decision (to 
remove a name) rats on the strength of 
the canvass made'of a city (to verify 
voting records)," he added. 


The discrepancies in the binder lists 


have apparently been responsible for Im- 
balances discovered to exist in the new 
ward alignment. Figures used to prepare 
the new boundaries were token from the 
blnndcr lists, according to redlstrictlng 
c o m m i t t e e chairman Aid. Merrill 
Wucrch (1st.). 


At a city council meeting two weeks 


ago, Wucrch said the boundaries had 
been drawn so that Wards 1, 2, 3 and 5 
each had 1,000 registered voters. The 4th 
Ward, which was redrawn to contain the 
majority of the city's apartment com- 
plexes, had 2,400 voters, Wucrch said. 


The committee said the redistrlcting 


provided balanced representation despite 
the greater number of voters in the 4th 
Ward because apartment residents do 
not vote In great numbers In local elec- 
tions. 


The only aldermen to object to the re* 


map plan were James Huddleston (4th) 
and Fred Jacobson (5th). 


A STUDY OF county poll sheets re- 


vealed last week, however, that the 
wards were not in balance. The sheets 
show Ward I has approximately 2,100 
voters, Wards 2 and 5 have 1,600 voters 
each, and Words 3 and 4 have 1,900 vot- 
ers each.

Meyer said two things must be deter- 


mined before another redistrlcting is at- 
tempted. "We hove to fine out who is/in 
charge of local elections, the city clerk 
or the county election department," Mey- 
er sold. The city must then decide wheth- 
er the city binders or county poll sheets 
are to be used for the redistrlcting, he 
sold.

The Herald learned last week that Ar- 


nold Winlck, considered the top trainer to 
race at Arlington Park over the past sev- 
eral seasons, is not planning to race in 
Illinois this summer. Two other leading 
trainers — Bob Cramer and Tom Kelley 


— have also said they may not return to 
Illinois from Florida this year. 


Winlck blamed the Illinois Racing 


Board for forcing him to stay out of the 
state. He said the best racing is turf 
(grass) racing, but that the early season 
opener at Arlington Park (April 19) 
means that there would'be no good turf 
racing for more than a month. Haw- 
thorne Race Track is the only other Chi- 
cago-area track with a turf course. 


"The feeling here is that anything we 


might say about Winick's statements) 


might turn out the wrong way," said one 
Arlington official. The question of the 
1973 schedule Is currently before the 
courts, which may decide to have the 
new racing, board appointed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker, draw up a new schedule. 
, BUT ARLINGTON officials, In spite of 
their closed-mouth policy, are worried by 
statements like Winick's. They admit 
that losing Winlck means losing some of 
the best horses Arlington has seen 
recently.

"It's not the numbers, but the quality," 


said Thomas Rivera, Arlington's Infor- 
mation officer, referring to the horses 
Winlck trains. Winlck alone accounts for 
60 or 70 "top quality" horses. And com- 
bined with the other two trainers who 
have threatened no return to Illinois, Ar- 
lington Park is in jeopardy of losing 150 
of the best horses out of some 2,000 that 
run at the track.

Lt Donald Kuhn sat In the flrchoiue, 


listening to the radio. A fire chief in • 
neighboring town was having trouble. 


Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty was trying 


to direct flrcflghtlng operations at a 
blaze that was all but destroying part of 
the Three Fountains apartment complex 
In Rolling Meadows. He was also trying 
to call for help from neighboring fire de- 
partments. 


Kuhn listened from his post In Elk 


Grove Village to the utter confusion at 
(he fire. There must be a better way. 
There must be an easier way of calling 
for help from outside. 


Hits Incident took place nearly three 


years ago. On May 28,1970, Kuhn wrote 
a letter to his chief that something 
should be done to eliminate the confusion 


surrounding mutual aid calls at large 
fires. And be had an idea of what that 
something might be. . 
• 
' 


"I was appalled that something hadn't 


been set up," Kuhn said of the confusion, 
referring to the lack of predetermined 
response from outside departments. In 
Chicago, where Kuhn had worked for 
more than 10 years before going to Elk 
Grove Village, response to extra alarms 
had been predetermined for close to a 
century. 


KUI! SAID his Idea was simply to 


adapt the Chicago concept to the sub- 
urbs. And although Kuhn — now a cap- 
tain — refuses to take credit for what Is 
now the Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS), Fogarty Is more than willing 
to give It to him. 


In little more than two years of exis- 


tence, MABAS has grown from the origi- 
nal nine-member communities to 18 to- 
day. And more are talking about Joining. 


Mutual'aid among suburban fire de- 


i partments has been around for a long 
• time, but the system for predetermining 
• response to a call for help is relatively 
new here. But it has caught on to the 
•point that may eventually lead to a 
single fire department for Cook County. 


HERE'S HOW It works: 
Say there is a fire, a pretty big fire, in 


downtown Palatine. The fire chief sees 
his department can't handle it, so he 
calls for a "box." Three years ago, the 
chief would have made separate calls to 
as many as six or seven fire depart- 
ments, requesting a truck here, a pump- 
er there. But now all he has to do is call 
MABAS central in Arlington Heights. ' 


When the chief calls headquarters in 


Arlington Heights (the backup is in Elk 
. Grove Village), he says, "Give me a box 


> at 702." 


A dispatcher in Arlington Heights will ' 


• send a tone out over the mutual aid radio 
frequency, alerting all 18 member de- 
partments that MABAS is needed. He'll 
repeat the number "702," the code for • 
the intersection of Palatine and Brock- 
way. Each department will pull card 702 ' 
from its MABAS file. The card tells each ' 
department what to send. 


On a "Box," Rolling Meadows would 


send an engine and its chief. Arlington 
Heights would send a truck, and it would 
dispatch a truck and its chief to a Pala- 
tine station to cover for Palatine equip- 
ment fighting the fire downtown, in case

Tenants People? 


Residents Rap 'Small-Lot' Zoning

Docs jousting with windmills ever real- 


ly pay off? A Hoffman Estates man with 
the unlikely sounding name of Tom Jones 
U about to find out. 


Jones Is pointing his lance at Prolrlc 


Ilidgo Apartment complex In Hoffman 
Estates, which along with Grand Canyon 
Apartments Is owned by Vavrus Associ- 
ates of Jollct. Jones pointed his weapon 
at a number of alleged deficiencies In the 
way Prairie Ridge Is run. Chief among 
his complaints was the claim sewage 
backed up Into his Bode Road apartment 
and flooded him out. 


Until a week ago, this writer also lived 


at Prairie Ridge. Granting a certain bit- 
terness on my part, my feelings on the 
subject may or may not hold water. Let 
the reader bo the judge. 


IN 23 MONTHS of Prairie Ridge rcsl- 


dcncy, I experienced sewage backups 
too, though never enough to cause me to 
vacate the apartment. I was too busy 
mopping floors, filling buckets and gen- 
erally trying to kctfp up with the tide. It 
wasn't pleasant. Suffice to say the smell 
was foul, and a general disinfecting was 
the standard follow-up. 


Prairie Ridge did not Ignore the situ- 


atlon. The sewage backed up on an aver- 
age of about once a month, and In one 
two-week period, It happened three 
times. And every time, the management 
unplugged the drains quickly, and the 
sewage-water level dropped. 


Occasionally, when I was not at home 


during the occurrence, employes did the 
mopping for me. This was a responsible 
reaction, and was appreciated. 


But why should the floodlngs reoccur 


with such regularity? It Is the fault of 
the tenants, Vavrus officials said two 
years ago and say today. The tenants do 
not use their plumbing properly. They 
dispose of diapers and other soiled mate- 
rials In the toilet, and occasionally throw 
out rags with the wash water. These clog 
the drains. 


UNDOUBTEDLY, (his Is at least par- 


daily true. Human beings are careless 
by nature. But the question must< bo. 
asked, "Are the Prairie Ridge tenants 
any more careless than residents of 
Moon Lake Village, Hill Dale Village, 
Harrington Lakes and the many other 
apartment complexes in town?" 
According to Village Mgr. George Long-

mcyor, the other complexes all have the 
same size sewer mains. The other com- 
plexes have never experienced the sew- 
age problems of Prairie Ridge, Longme- 
ycr also said.

If the mains arc the same, why have 


they not had clogged and backing up 
drains too? Is it that the people of 
Prairie Rldgc are the only careless 
apartment renters in Hoffman Estates? 


Or Is It Instead, as seems more likely, 


a defect of some kind in the mains them- 
selves? Village officials have privately 
suggested the possibility of a break in 
the lines, or a rough spot that catches 
one rag or diaper, and starts the logjam 
building.•

WHATEVER the cause, sewage is not 


conducive to good health. The village' 
building commissioner, Daniel Murphy, 
estimates 1,500 people live in Prairie 
Rldgc, noting 546 of-the 550 apartments 
there were occupied as of last week. Can 
cither the village or Vavrus risk the 
health of that many people? • 


Huffman Estates officials proved'once 


before they arc as concerned about 
apartment tenants as they are about 
homeowners. They worked to connect a 
well as quickly as possible to supply wa- 
ter to residents of Moon Lake Village, 
when those residents were inadequately 
supplied. They should be concerned — 
there are 2,320 occupied apartments in 
the village. For comparison sake, there 
are 5,433 occupied homes. 


Those officials must be equally con- 


cerned this time. And Vavrus, If it means 
to provide Its tenants with a safe place to 
live, also must bo concerned. The cause 
of the problem must be corrected, or the 
village will show It docs not really be- 
lieve apartment tenants arc people too.

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How Fire Departments Came To Each Other's Rescue

LL Donald Kiihn sat In the flrehouse, 


listening to the radio. A fire chief In a 
neighboring town was having trouble. 


Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty was trying 


to direct flrefighUng operations at a 
blaze that was all but destroying part of 
the Three Fountains apartment complex 
In Rolling Meadows. He was also trying 
to call for help from neighboring fire de- 
partments. 


Kuhn listened from his post In Elk 


Grove Village to the utter confusion at 
the fire. There must be a better way. 
There must bo an easier way of calling 
for help from outside. 


This Incident took place nearly three 


years ago. On May 26, 1970, Kuhn wrote 
a letter to his chief that something 
should bo done to eliminate the confusion 


surrounding mutual aid calls at large 
fires. And he had an idea of .what that 
something might be. 


"I was appalled that something hadn't 


been set up," Kuhn said of the confusion, 
referring to the lack of predetermined 
response from outside departments. In 
Chicago, where Kuhn had worked for 
more than 10 years before going to Elk 
Grove Village, response to extra alarms 
had been predetermined for close to a 
century. 


KUH SAID his idea was simply to 


adapt the Chicago concept to the sub- 
urbs. And although Kuhn — now a cap- 
tain — refuses to take credit for what is 
now the Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS), Fogarty Is more than willing 
to give It to him. 


In little more than two years of exis- 


tence, MABAS has grown from the origi- 
nal, nine-member communities to IB to- 
day. And more are talking about Joining. 


Mutual aid among suburban'fire de- 


partments has been around for a long 
time, but the system for predetermining 
response to a call for help Is relatively 
new here. But it has caught on to the 
point that may eventually lead to a 
single fire department for Cook County. 


HERE'S HOW It works: 
Say there is a fire, a pretty big fire, in 


downtown Palatine. The fire chief sees 
his department can't handle It, so he 
calls for a "box." Three years ago, the 
chief would have made separate calls to 
as many as six or seven fire depart- 
ments, requesting a truck here, a pump- 
er there. But now all he has to do Is call 
MABAS central in Arlington Heights. 


When the chief calls headquarters in 


Arlington Heights (the backup is in Elk 
Grove Village), be says, "Give me a box 
'atTOZ.". . 
, 


.A dispatcher in Arlington Heights will 
send a tone out over the mutual aid radio 
frequency, alerting all 18 member de- 
partments that MABAS is needed. He'll 
repeat the number "702," .the code for 
the intersection .of Palatine and Brock- 
way. Each department will pull card 702 
from its MABAS file. The card tells each 
department what to send. 


On a "Box," Rolling Meadows would 


send an engine and its chief. Arlington 
Heights would send a truck, and it would 
. dispatch a truck and its chief to a Pala- 
tine station to cover for Palatine equip- 
ment fighting the fire downtown, in case

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72 Crime Statistics Told 
Burglaries, Thefts Rise, 
But Increase Rate Slows 


Crime, particularly burglaries and 


thefts, continued to rise last year in 
Mount Prospect, but the rate of increase 
has slowed. 


Statistics for 1072 just released by the 


Mount Prospect Police Department show 
that thefts were the most prevalent crime 
In the village last year. A total of 1,170 
such crimes were reported, with 601 of 
these being thefts of under $50 In value. 
In 1971, only 921 thefts were reported. 


This means that thefts Increased by 27 


per cent last year; however, In 1971 they 
had Increased S3 per cent over 1970's fig- 
ure. Similarly, the 1972 Increase in bur- 
glaries was 19 per cert, whll» there wn« 
an Increase of 23 per cent In 1971. 


OP THE 210 nUHGLAIUES reported 


last year — mostly In homes — 52 were 
cleared up by arrests. This was up from 
the 33 cleared In 1971. However, for 
thefts only 219 were cleared up by ar- 
rests, a largo drop from 1971's 567 
cleared thefts. 


With the exception of robberies, 


serious crimes, as defined by the uni- 
form crime statistics of the FBI, has 
generally stayed the same In the village. 
There were 12 robberies here last year 
compared to only two In 1071. Seven of 
last year's robberies were cleared up by 
arrests. 


Accidents, Fatalities, 
Tickets Up Last Year 


Traffic accidents were up last year in 


Mount Prospect. There wore 2,053 acci- 
dents, an Increase of 603, according to 
the police department annual report. 


Fatalities increased by two for a total 


of five And there were 211 injury acci- 
dents, with 294 persons Injured. Fifteen of 
these were pedestrians. Only 163 persons 
were injured in 1971 automobile acci- 
dents. 


The number of traffic tickets issued 


also went up last year. A total of 3,640 
were Issued, being 109 more than the 
previous year. The amount of parking ci- 
tations issued was 6,706. 


The 
number of rapes remained 


stationary at two last year; there were 
no murders and no involuntary man- 
slaughters; and assaults totaled 84, or 
nine fewer than the previous year. 


THE NUMBER OF auto thefts also 


rcamlncd the same with 60 cases report- 


ed hi each of the lost two years. Last 
year 21 of the cars were recovered. 


Other crimes reported included 554 


cases of vandalism, 349 disorderly con- 
duct, 43 narcotic misuses, 25 sex of- 
fenses, 26 cases of drunkenness, 30 driv- 
ing while Intoxicated, 20 fraud, 15 forg- 
ery and two arson. 


According to Sgt. Ralph Doney of the 


detective division, the most incidents of 
juvenile crime fall into three categories 
— theft, runaway and disorderly ^ con- 
duct.

In all 801 Juveniles were processed by 


the police with 340 being females. This 
was a large Increase over 1971's 649 juve- 
niles processed. 


The categories In which juveniles were 


handled last year Include: 293 thefts, 121 
runaways, 103 disorderly conduct, 34 van- 
dalism, 42 narcotics, 69 curfew, 21 liquor, 
31 burglaries, five auto thefts, 16 assaults 
or batteries, one arson and three sex of- 
fenses. 


While it is hard to determine how 


much of the increase in crime is due to 
the village haying Increased its popu- 
lation and area through an annexation of 
the New Town area In late 1971, the an- 
nexation certainly influenced some of the 
figures. For instance, the police put in 
23,660 more miles on the road last year 
than in 1971.

the Republican state and decided to run. 


Rcttbcrg said backers of the group in- 


cluded Bill Rose and Paul Shanyfelt. 
Rose, running as a Democrat, was ac- 
fcatcd In the race for 3rd District state 
senator last November. Shanyfelt, also 
running as a Democrat, was defeated for 
the same office In 1970. 


Rose said he was giving the group "fi- 


nancial and moral support because they 
felt this (Elk Grove Township) shouldn't 
be a one party township." However, 
Rose said the group was not connected 
with the Democratic party. 


THE GROUP has not yet formed a 


definite platform, but both Rcttberg and 
Pahl said they felt the following issues 
would be important in the election:

If the consensus on a 
product was negative, I think the manu- 
f a c t u r e r s would seriously consider 
changing it." 


Gore admits that how an interviewer 


responds depends on the polltaker and 
his 
approach. Mid-America's inter- 


viewers go through training before they 
are allowed to take surveys on the mall. 


"THERE'S A lot more to interviewing, 


than meets the eye," Gore said. "The 
interviewers have to learn how to get 
people to clearly communicate to you 
and to get him to tell what he truly 
thinks. They have to almost be appren- 
tice psychologists."

"We have certain girls we'd prefer for

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How Fire Departments Come To Each Other's Rescue 


by DAVID MAIISMAN 


Lt. Donald Kuhn sat in the firehouse, 


listening to the radio. A fire chief in a 
neighboring town was having trouble. 


Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty was trying 


to direct flreflghtlng operations at a 
blaze that was all but destroying part of 
the Three Fountains apartment complex 
In Rolling Meadows. lie was also trying 
to call for help from neighboring fire de- 
partments. 


Kuhn listened from his post in Elk 


Grove Village to the utter confusion at 
the fire. There must be a better way. 
There must bo an easier way of calling 
for help from outside. 


This Incident took place nearly three 


years ago. On May 26, 1970, Kuhn wrote 
a letter to his chief that something 
should be done to eliminate the confusion 


surrounding mutual aid calls at large 
fires. Jlnd he had an idea of what that 
something might be. 


"I was appalled that something hadn't 


been set up," Kuhn said of the confusion, 
referring to the Lick of predetermined 
response from outside departments. In 
Chicago, where Kuhn had worked for 
more than 10 years before going to Elk 
Grove Village, response to extra alarms 
had been predetermined for dose to a 
century. 


KU1I SAID his idea was simply to 


adapt the Chicago concept to the sub- 
urbs. And although Kuhn — now a cap- 
tain — refuses to take credit for what is 
now the Mutual Aid Box Alarm System 
(MABAS), Fogarty Is more than willing 
to give It to him. 


In little more than two years of exis- 


tence, MABAS has grown from the origi- 
nal nine-member communities to 18 to- 
day. And more are talking about joining. 


Mutual aid among suburban fire de- 


partments has been around for a long 
time, but the system for predetermining 
response to a call for help is relatively 
new here. But it has caught on to the 
point that may eventually lead to a 
single fire department for Cook County. 


HERE'S HOW it works: 
Say there is a fire, a pretty big fire, in 


downtown Palatine. The fire chief sees 
his department can't handle it, so he 
calls for a "box." Three years ago, the 
chief would have made separate calls to 
as many as six or seven fire depart- 
ments, requesting a truck here, a pump- 
er there. But now all he has to do is call 
MABAS central in Arlington Heights. 


When the chief calls headquarters in 


Arlington Heights (the backup is in Elk 
Grove Village), he says, "Give me a box 
at 702." , 


A dispatcher in Arlington Heights will • 


send a tone out over the mutual aid radio 
frequency, alerting all 18 member de- 
partments that MABAS is needed. He'll 
repeat the number "702," the code for 
the intersection of Palatine and Brock- 
way. Each department will pull card 702 
from its MABAS file. The card tells each > 
department what to send. 


On a "Box," Rolling Meadows would 


send an engine and its chief. Arlington 
Heights would send a truck, and it would 
dispatch a truck and its chief to a Pala- , 
tine station to cover for Palatine equip- 
ment fighting the fire downtown, in case

nois Racing Board, Arlington Park Race 
Track officials are keeping quiet about 
problems they may be having attracting 
good horses to the track for the up- 
coming season. 


The Herald learned last week that Ar- 


nold Winlck, considered the top trainer to 


race at Arlington Park over the past sev- 
eral seasons, is not planning to race hi 
Illinois this summer. Two other leading 
trainers — Bob Cramer and Tom Kelley 
— have also said they may not return to 
Illinois from Florida this year. 


Winlck blamed the Illinois Racing 


Board for forcing him to stay out of the 
state. He said the best racing is turf 


(grass) racing, but that the early season 
opener at Arlington Park (April 19) 
means that there would be no good turf 
racing for more than a month. Haw- 
thorne Race Track Is the only other Chi- 
cago-area track with a turf course. 


"The feeling here is that anything we 


might say about Wlnick's statements)

Arlington official. The question of the 
1973 schedule is currently before the 
courts, which may decide to have the 
new racing board appointed by Gov.

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Engineering Problems 
Rail Project In Jeopardy? 


Engineering difficulties may halt plans 


for a railroad crowing at Arthur Street, 
a project that has been in the works for 
nearly seven yean. 


Village engineers discovered late last 


week that sidetracks coming off the main 
lino of the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. near Arthur Street may make it dif- 
ficult, If not impossible, to locate cross- 
ing gates. 


The crossing is planned to allow access 


to Northwest Highway from Arthur, 
which runs north from Central Road. But 
a state law requiring crossing gates to be 
placed 12 feet from railroad tracks is 
throwing a wrench Into the works. 


Village Eng. Allen Sander said Friday 


that according to the law, the gates on

the south side of the tracks would have 
to be 12 feet from the spur tracks. This 
would put the gate far from the main 
tracks. 


Although there have been plans for a 


crossing in the Arthur Street area for 
nearly seven years, detailed engineering 
on the project has only very recently 
been completed. Engineering was started 
after the concept of a grade crossing 
there was approved last month by the 
village board. 


SANDER SAID HE talked to railroad 


officials about the possibility of relocat- 
ing the spur tracks, but he has not yet 
received an answer. He added that if it 
looks like a crossing at Arthur Street is 
impossible, he would send the project

And com- 
bined with the other two trainers who 
havo threatened no return to Illinois, Ar- 
lington Park is In jeopardy of losing ISO 
of the best horses out of some 2,000 that 
run at the track. 


Track officials still haven't heard the 


final decisions of other trainers con- 
cerning their summer plans. The three 
who wired the racing board are the only 
ones who have made their thoughts pub- 
lic. 


RIVERA SAID other trainers are still 


In the planning stages and haven't made 
final decisions. But Wlniclc indicated to 
the Herald that he knows of no trainers 
coming to Illinois this season if the 1973 
racing schedule remains unchanged. 


"As far as I'm concerned, I couldn't 


wait for them (the racing board and 
courts) to make up their minds," Wlnlck 
'sold. He said he had to decide his 1973 


schedule, and he opted for Florida and 
California.
